A charge levied by some mutual funds when clients close their accounts. 


accredited investor 


An individual or institutional investor who meets certain minimum requirement relating 
to income, net worth, or investment knowledge. Also referred to as a sophisticated 
investor. 


accumulation plan 


A plan offered by a mutual fund company that enables investors to make automatic 
periodic purchases of units of a particular mutual fund.
